Sherluck Aims at Hollywood Derby; 
Carry Back, Coming Back, Gallops

Oceanport. Not even the opening of 
Monmouth Park’s racing season could 
abate the chief topic of conversation at 
the Oceanport plant—the frustration of 
Carry Back in the Belmont Stakes and 
his injured ankle. 

Still secondary was Jacob Sher’s Bel- 
mont winner, Sherluck, with the Mon- 
mouth meeting an incidental third. Both 
Carry Back and Sherluck arrived at Mon- 
mouth the day after the Belmont. By the 
end of the week, trainer Jack Price had 
pronounced Carry Back fit to return to 
training. 

Harold Young still was wearing a 90 
per cent facsimile of the grin that had 
spread over his face at about 5 o'clock 
the previous Saturday, when Sherluck won 
the Belmont. The first stop he made at 
Monmouth Park was at his barn, the sec- 
ond at the office of the horsemen’s book- 
keeper where he picked up a check for 
$2,200 (Mrs. Young’s Lady Susan had 
won a claiming race at Garden State, and 
Young remarked, “This is like my 10 per 
cent for winning a $25,000 stakes.”) And 
his third was in Monmouth’s horsemen’s 
lounge. 

Accepting congratulations all around, 
Young listened patiently while those who 
hadn’t even seen the Belmont, told him 
why Sherluck won—the slow pace, the 
failure of Ambiopoise to sustain his late 
move because he was running only 4 days 
after the Jersey Derby, the mile and a 
half distance, etc. 

“The real reason my horse won,” Young 
finally said, “is because he found a track 
he could get hold of. The light rain they 
had all day packed it down good and 
hard, just the way he likes it. That, plus 
the fact that that boy (Braulio Baeza) 
rides him just perfect. 

“Heck, I knew at the three-quarter- 
pole he was going to win it, when I saw 
that they weren’t going too fast and that 
he was right there near the pace. Why, 
Baeza didn’t even have to whip him once 
they left the backstretch.” 

It had been a year ago, almost to the 
day, that Young had strolled into the 
publicity office at Monmouth with the 
first pronouncement he ever passed on 
Sherluck. He told Don Reed. who has 
supervised press relations at Monmouth 
since the day the track opened in 1944: 

“Mr. Sher sent me a 2-year-old yes- 
terday that’s the best horse I’ve ever had 
my hand on. Better than Thinking Cap. 


1 breezed him this morning and I’m pos- 
itive he’s a stakes horse. Mr. Sher bought 
him at the Saratoga sales and thank good- 
ness he’s staked in all those big races for 
2-year-olds. What’s the date of this year’s 
Pimlico Futurity?” 

That same month, Sherluck finished 
fourth in a maiden race at Monmouth, 
racing extremely green and leaving the 
fray with bucked shins. Five races later, 
he finished third in the Pimlico Futurity, 
making a big move at Bal Musette, then 
hanging and getting beaten about 2 
lengths by the King Ranch runner and 
Harbor View Farm’s Garwol. 

“T still think he would have won that 
race,’ Young said the other day, “if a 
mile race I wanted to run him in at 
Laurel a week before had filled. | knew 
he was going to be short when [ couldn’t 
get a distance race into him.” 

In Florida last winter, owner Sher de- 
cided to change from Tommy Barrow, who 
had ridden Sherluck in all his races be- 
fore the Everglades. John Rotz got the 
mount and the Everglades was Young's 
darkest hour to that point. Fred Hooper's 
Crozier and Modie Speigel’s Vapor Whirl 
ran a furious pace match, and when Vapor 
Whird tired, on the stretch turn, Crozier 
crossed over in front of him. Sherluck 
came with a rush to draw even with 
Crozier near the eighth-pole, and Carry 
Back challenged from the outside. 

Crozier suddenly swerved out, bumping 
Sherluck off stride, and Carry Back drift- 
ed in slightly, buffeting him the other 
way. At the end, it was Carry Back by 
a half-length with Sherluck second by a 
narow margin over Crozier. As they cross- 
ed the wire, the inquiry sign lit. The 
stewards wanted to look at the films 
to see if Crozier had interfered with 
Vapor Whirl. 

“Aren’t you going to claim foul, John?” 
someone asked Rotz as he dismounted. 
“You got bothered by both horses in the 
drive.” 

“No sense my claiming foul,” he answer- 
ed. “They’re going to look at the films 
anyhow.” 

“But that’s for something that happened 
at the head of the stretch,” he was told. 

“Well. truthfully, [ had my head down 
and was pumping away in the drive. so 
I don’t know who bothered me. I guess 
if anything happened, the stewards’ll see 
it.”

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Quietus in the Forum 


On the afternoon of Friday. June 9, 
when the recommended rules on medica- 
tion and other subjects came up for de- 
bate and vote at the annual convention of 
the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners in Toronto. president Thad- 
deus B. Bruno announced that debate was 
to be limited to 5 minutes per speaker. 
Edgar A. Hills. of California, moved that 
discussion should be restricted to members 
of racing commissions. and Judge George 
H. Grinnell, of New Hampshire. seconded 
the motion. 


William S. Miller. of Illinois. protested 
that it would be “a tragic mistake” to 
deny others the right to speak. “I came 
here to learn something.” he said. “and 
I can’t learn by hearing only one point of 
view.” Irving Gushen. president of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation, inquired why outsiders were in- 
vited, if they were not to be heard. E. E. 
Dale Shaffer, president of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations. indicated ap- 
proval of the motion, since “our views are 
already well known.” 


The motion lost by a vote of 10 to 12. 
Outsiders who wished to comment were 
asked to speak first. and when they were 
finished they were not to re-enter the 
discussion. Dr. M. B. Teigland. president 
of the American Association of Equine 
Practitioners. read his statement on the 
medication rule (The Blood-Horse, June 
17. page 1165). 

Gushen, representing the largest organ- 
ized group of horsemen on the race tracks. 
addressed his remarks mainly to the prop- 
ositions that “the horsemen are entitled to 
some consideration” and that the conven- 
tion’s emphasis on lethal dosages of Buta- 
zolidin “deliberately gave a false impres- 
sion” and represented “hypocrisy at its 
worst.” The Racing Chemistry Research 
Center, he said, had not indicated that 
Butazolidin was stimulant. but had 
shown that 80 grams in oversize doses 
would kill a horse. “I could have given 
them that information for about 10 
bucks.” 

When the NASRC was founded in 1934, 
it was hailed as a forum in racing. and 
for some years it filled that role more 
satisfactorily than any other organiza- 
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tion. Sometimes its convention is. still 
called a forum, but the term has come to 
be a misnomer. 

The displeasure of commissioners in 
hearing opposing argument from outsiders 
was manifest at the Toronto meeting. 
There was an agreeable panel on public 
relations. a harmless subject. There was 
another panel in which a few questions 
were raised and discussed briefly. evoking 
an assortment of suggestion. comment, and 
miscellaneous information; it served the 
purpose of maintaining the vestigial tra- 
dition of a forum. But when an issue was 
at hand. the commissioners wanted to get 
on with a minimum of talk. especially from 
the outside. 


A genuine forum. or debate. has 2 im- 
portant aspects. If effective at all. it may 
have some influence in determining how 
the responsible members will vote on the 
issue at stake. Whether effective for this 
purpose or not. it creates stories and head- 
lines in newspapers and other publications 
and thus has an impact on public opinion. 

If the debate is deliberately skewed 
toward the convenience of prevailing opin- 
ion within the organization. a minimum 
of damage has been done within the group. 
since its inquiry already has been fin- 
ished and its decision reached. in effect. 
The internal danger lies in the considera- 
tion that steadfast devotion to established 
orthodoxy tends to result in stagnation. 
There is. on the other hand. a grave dan- 
ger of misrepresentation when the story 
of the proceedings goes to the public. 

A case in point was the progress report 
from the Racing Chemistry Research Cen- 
ter at the University of Pennsylvania. It 
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contributed the information that lethal 
doses of Butazolidin were lethal, and it 
get headlines on that basis. There was an 
obvious attempt to leave with the public 
an impression that the drug, phenylbuta- 
zone, was harmful to horses. The stress on 
levels of toxicity was so strong that it 
drew protests from a few speakers, but 
toxicity got the headlines and the space, 
and the protesting arguments got so little 
attention that Irving Gushen had good rea- 
son for his conclusion that the false im- 
pression had been contrived deliberately. 

There were periods of free and open 
debate in the course of the convention, 
but they were wasted, for the most part, 
not because the arguments in opposition 
to prevailing conviction lacked cogency, 
but because they were addressed to minds 
already closed. The remarks of outsiders 
sometimes were received with cool polite- 
ness. sometimes with open hostility. The 
gulf between the advocates and opponents 
of medication, especially of Butazolidin, 
became so wide that communication across 
it virtually ceased; the losers came at last 
to understand that they were not going 
to be understood. 

If the forum roars no longer, it is 
perhaps because it roared too much, Even 
with most of their work done by com- 
mittees in the interim. there is not enough 
time at a convention for the commissioners 
to hear again all the old familiar argu- 
ments. The crowded schedule of work 
must be finished. The NASRC, as presi- 
dent Bruno said. is not a democratic or- 
ganization. Further, it is wholly within its 
rights to deny outsiders the privilege of 
using its floor te propagate ideas it finds 
disagreeable. 

Nevertheless. the appearance of a forum 
is allowed to remain, and its net effect 
under prevailing conditions is to give the 
public a one-sided view of a 2-sided ques- 
tion. Perhaps the time has come for the 
commissioners to remove the last vestiges 
of the forum from the agenda of the 
annual convention. If the convention wish- 
es to hear a witness from the outside, it 
can hear him in private. The forum itself 
is no longer useful, since the speakers 
from other organizations exert no_ per- 
ceptible influence on the audience. It per- 
forms an actual disservice if employed to 
misrepresent an issue to the public.

The excellence of Carry Back, winner 
of the Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
and leading money winner of his age, 
has been attributed by numerous observers 
to the environment in which he was 
raised, at the Ocala Stud in Florida. The 
strong emphasis on environmental factors 
was perhaps a result of the difficulty en- 
countered in attempts to explain Carry 
Back’s excellence on a_ genealogical 
basis. 


One of the guesses hazarded in this 
connection was that Carry Back repre- 
sented a “throwback” to one of his 
more distinguished ancestors, such as 
Equipoise, Hyperion, or *Blenheim II, 
all in the third generation of his pedi- 
gree. A guess of this kind has no 
validity. since it has no foundation. A 
throwback, or atavism, may occur, of 
course, but ordinarily it is manifested by 
a single recessive characteristic. such as

If the longshot in 
breeding appears to do violence to the 
ideas of breeders. it is principally be- 
cause there is no odds board for them 
to watch; they tend to forget that the 
most optimistic odds conceivable in 
breeding for a classic winner are at 
least 100 to 1, and that, for the great 
majority of horses bred in the United 


States, the odds are on the yonder side 
of 10,000 to 1. 


Thus it appears altogether unneces- 
sary. whenever a classic winner comes 
from an unexpected source, to attempt 
any pinpointing of the genetic origins 
of his excellence. It is going still further 
afield to assume that any one aspect 
of environment has become the control- 
ling factor in the production of top-class

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Mt. Palomar’s Contribution 
To the Stars of Hollywood

Los ANnceLes. Wonder Y Ranch’s Sea 
Orbit has 2 rare distinctions. Victories in 
the Golden State Breeders and the Ingle- 
wood Handicaps have made him the top 
star at Hollywood Park, which at this 
moment includes all the West, and he 
is probably the only good horse foaled 
on Mt. Palomar. 

Thoroughbred breeding is rarely as- 
associated with 7,500-foot Mt. Palomar, site 
of the world’s largest observatory. where 
the 5-year-old son of *Orbit II out of 
the Seabiscuit mare Sea Flora was 
foaled. Mt. Palomar is near the Wonder 
Y Ranch, a 100-acre place at Lake Wohl- 
ford, in a community known as Valley 
Center. It is 914 miles inland from 
Escondido. 

Six years ago the ranch was purchased 
by Willis H. Merrill, who maintained 
the name of Wonder Y Ranch and now 
directs the Thoroughbred breeding activi- 
ties and the 2-horse racing stable in 
association with his daughters Nancy 
Ruth, and Mrs. John Cookson and _ his 
son-in-law. 

Merrill bought the colt out of the 
Pomona sales early in Sea Orbit’s 2-year- 
old year for $2,500, and at first had 
nothing but trouble with the horse. The 
first misfortune was a_ broken splint 
bone. Sea Orbit was sent to the Univer- 
sity of California at Davis, where an 
operation was performed by Dr. John 
Wheat. During his early racing career 
Sea Orbit was a delicate horse. and he 
bucked his shins 5 times at 2 and 3. 

He was hurt again lest year. After 
winning the 1960 Golden State Breeders 
Handicap, Sea Orbit was leading in the 
Inglewood when he suffered another bone 
fracture, this time in his left knee. He 
finished second to Bagdad. and was 
operated on again and laid up for another 
rest. 

Sea Orbit is not a large horse now, 
but he has furnished out nicely, and pre- 
sents a picture of stockiness and hard 
muscle. 

“At one time,” trainer Johnny Leavitt 
said after Sea Orbit’s victory in the Ingle- 
wood, “this horse had no quarters at all. 
You could put your hand right through 
him. But he is chunky now, and well 
muscled, and I would say that he weighs 
about 950 pounds and stands about 15:2.” 

Sea Orbit, during his early racing 
career, was so small and delicate that 
he was put into a $5,000 claimer and no 
one took a second look at him. Now he 
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appears to be the horse to beat in next 
month’s running of the Hollywood Gold 
Cup. with $100.000 guaranteed to the 
winner. 

Among his foes in the 1;'g-mile Ingle- 
wood were First Balcony. which had de- 
feated Sea Orbit in the recent Californian 
Stakes. and New Policy. which Sea 
Orbit had defeated in the Golden State. 
These 3 looked like the main contention, 
and fans, a little bewildered by the man- 
ner which favorites have been getting 
drubbed lately at Hollywood Park, finally 


settled on New Policy as the choice. 


The fact that Willie Shoemaker was 
to ride New Policy probably accounted 
for much of the support. Had_ players 
taken a closer look at New Policy in the 
paddock. they would have seen that he 
was not in top condition. His left fore 
ankle was puffed up. and when _ he 
walked he put his foot down very tenderly. 
He ruined whatever slim chance he may 
have had by stumbling badly at the 
start. “grabbing himself” and almost 
losing Shoemaker. He was never a con- 
tender. 

Kerr Stable’s Grey Eagle dashed to 
the front immediately, closely pressed 
by Robert Lytle’s *Sundown II, R. O. 
Schulze’s First Balcony, and then Sea 
Orbit. Sea Orbit was on the outside of 


the spread going around the first turn, 
and was still racing wide down the back- 
stretch. But Angel Valenzuela had him 
where he was free of trouble and _ still 
within striking distance. F 

Leaving the backstretch, Sea Orbit 
moved up to make his bid. *Sundown II 
folded with little argument, but when 
Sea Orbit. Grey Eagle, and First Balcony 
reached the top of the homestretch, they 
were just about even. 

Sea Orbit, nearest the middle of the 
track. put Grey Eagle away. then shook 
off First Balcony, and reached the fur- 
long-pole with a lead of about 2 lengths. 
Mrs. Connie M. Ring’s Dress Up, stag- 
ging a late rally, caught Grey Eagle and 
First Balcony without trouble, but the 
wire came up before he could reach Sea 
Orbit. The latter’s winning margin was 
half a length. after a mile and a sixteenth 
in 1:41. The fractions, which belonged 
mostly to Grey Eagle, were: 2244, :4534, 
and 1:0925. Sea Orbit went the first mile 
in 1:3435. Although Dress Up was gain- 
ing on the winner, trainer Leavitt had 
no doubt about Sea Orbit’s ability to go 
a mile and a quarter. 

Merrill is a retired manufacturer of 
aircraft equipment. He attended Los 
Angeles High School, then Pomona 
College. where he majored in economics. 
When he went into racing, he resigned 
from the board of trustees of Pomona 
College. The only other member of his 
racing stable is Freedom Afar, a plater. 
He is breeding exclusively for the market 
now. but when he retires Sea Orbit to 
stud. Merrill will probably expand his 
own racing activities.

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Sir Gaylord: Is He Another 
Top-Class Son of *Turn-to?

Oceanport. When Meadow  Stable’s 
Sir Gaylord zipped across the finish line 
in the Tyro Stakes at Monmouth Park 
on June 17 some of the spectators thought 
trainer Casey Hayes had another First 
Landing. Casey immediately put the 
damper on that idea, but his beaming 
attitude suggested that he entertained 
hopes. 

“Just say he’s a nice colt and we 
expect things of him,” was as far as he 
would go. 

Sir Gaylord worked his way through 
an ll-horse field until he reached even 
terms at the head of the stretch, then 
drew out easily to win by 41% in 1:04 for 
the 514 furlongs. Owner Christopher T. 
Chenery made the trip from New York 
to see the race. 

“No, Mr. Chenery doesn’t often go out 
of town for racing.” his trainer admitted. 
“Yes. I asked him to come. The colt 
blew out so good on Friday morning that 
I thought it would be a good idea for Mr. 
Chenery to see the race. I walked across 
the track the day before, and it looked 
kind of deep to me. but I guess it wasn’t, 
because Sir Gaylord went 3 furlongs in 
73434.” 

Casey wanted no comparisons between 
the new star of the barn and First 


Landing. He pointed out that Sir Gay- 
lord had had 3 races in Florida early in 
the season, starting much earlier than 
First Landing, and that the competition 
might be of different caliber. Neverthe- 


less, Sir Gaylord provided as eye-opening 
a performance by a 2-year-old as had 
been seen at Monmouth in several years, 
including that of Hail to Reason in last 
year’s Sapling. 

“He ran a week before the Tyro in an 
overnight race in New York,” Casey said, 
“but I was down at Delaware with our 
filly (Cicada) for a stake there. When 
I got back to New York, everybody kept 
raving to me over the way he won. He 
did run pretty fast. now that I think 
about it—514 furlongs in 1:0535, which 
is pretty good for Belmont. So I decided 
to ship him down to Monmouth. 


Size, Strength, and Speed 


“The only way Ill compare him to 
First Landing right now is to talk about 
size. He goes about 16:114, and he’s big- 
boned, robust, and strong. “When I ran 
him in the Juvenile at Aqueduct, Mr. 
Vanderbilt came over in the paddock, 
and said, ‘What're you doing, Casey, 
slipping a 3-year-old in here on us?’” 

In the Juvenile, the son of *Turn-to 
came on to finish fourth, beaten a neck 
for the win, after having trouble at the 
start and in the stretch. The Tyro recalled 
something else to Casey. 

“T hadn’t thought of it until after the 
race.” he said, “but I remember I 
brought First Landing down here for the 
same race 3 years ago. I think 19 were 
entered, and I drew one of the out- 
side post positions. Then I couldn't get 
Arcaro to come down. That was the year 
he had a lot of good horses like Bold 


Bluescope took over in the Chicagoan Handicap at the quarter-pole and 
won by 24 lengths from Bass Clef (outside). Nashua Blue (blinkers) was third. 
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Ruler. so I scratched the morning of the 
race.” 

Sir Gaylord’s future? 

“Tl run him in the colt division of the 
National Stallion on the 26th, then in 
either the Tremont or the Great American, 
then come back to Monmouth for the 
Sapling in August before we go to Sara- 
toga for the Hopeful. After that, itll 
be the Cowdin and the Champagne. 
That’s an ambitious program, but you’ve 
got to plan ahead. 

“I'm going to skip that opening-day 
stake at Saratoga (the Flash). I know 
Hail to Reason ran in it on a Monday 
and then came back down to run in the 
Sapling the same Saturday, but I think 
it’s a little too tough. I want to space 
his races so he can run in the Cowdin 
and Champagne and those later races. 
That’s were the money is. and I think 
this colt is going to get better the farther 
they go. I would like to run him 6 fur- 
longs once before the Sapling, but I 
don’t think there are any 6-furlong stakes 
before that race.” 

On the day of the Tyro, Calumet Farm’s 
Beau Prince came back to the races for 
his first start since the Florida Derby 
in April. Going a mile and a sixteenth, 
he finished second, at odds-on, beaten 
three-quarters of a length by Elkcam 
Stable’s Sailor Beware, a sprint stakes 
winner in New England. As usual, Beau 
Prince looked like Hall of Fame material 
between the  half-mile-pole and _ the 
eighth-pole, but he hung again, as he 
had done in several Florida races. He 
was either a bit short or still hurting. 
Observers thought they detected soreness 
as he was led back after unsaddling. 


Careless John and Primonetta 


On Wednesday. June 14. Louis Lee 
Haggin II’s Careless John. which had 
won the first stakes race of his career the 
previous Friday, made it 2 in a row by 
winning the Salvator Mile. He went past 
the past-setting Li’] Fella as they left the 
backstretch and opened 4 lengths quickly. 
Careless John’s manner of winning sug- 
gested that he has reached maturity at 
4 and that his seconds to Kelso last year 
were on the level. 

But if Careless John looked good at 
Monmouth, they may as well get ready to 
cast Primonetta in bronze. The Darby 
Dan filly equaled the track record for 
6 furlongs. 1:0825. in an overnight race. 
decisively beating the good mare Shirley 
Jones. 2 years her senior. 

Primonetta trailed Rose of Serro and 
Bright Holly down the backstretch and 
was still 3 lengths behind them at the 
quarter-pole. About fifty yards farther 
on. she was 3 in front. Primonetta seemed 
to explode at the head of the stretch. 
Howard Grant said. “That's the runningest 
thing I’ve ever sat on.” 


The Blood-Horse 
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New Tactics 
Help Bluescope

Cuicaco. On the day that Balmoral 
Club launched its 30-day 1961 meeting 
at Washington Park, Bluescope was a 
handy winner of the 6-furlong, $15.000- 
added Tri-State Stakes for 3-year-olds. 
On closing day, June 17. it was Blue- 
scope again, in the  $30.000-added 
Chicagoan Handicap, also for 3-year-olds. 

In his other stakes appearance at the 
meeting. Bluescope had faltered slightly 
in the 7-furlong Sheridan Handicap (for 
3-year-olds) and finished third to Flut- 
terby and Light Talk. 

Five days before the Chicagoan. Blue- 
scope had trounced Light Talk and 
Witherite in a 3-horse race—a 7-furlong 
prep for the stakes. Johnny Sellers, who 
had been riding Bluescope. switched to 
Jacnot Stable’s Light Talk. because he 
recently had been given the mount on 
Jecnot’s good handicap runner. Oink. 

Moody Jolley, trainer of Bluescope. said 
after the Chicagoan: “I took Sellers off 
because he wouldn’t take the horse off 
the pace.” 


Sandino Hernandez had the mount on 
Bluescope in the prep, and the colt got 
off poorly. lagging 8 lengths behind 
Witherite after a quarter. Light Talk 
grabbed the lead in the stretch, but 
Bluescope closed with a flourish to win 
going away. 

Bluescope. which carries the colors of 
Mrs. Mary H. Hunter and is owned 
jointly by her and his breeder, A. B. 
Hancock Jr.. won the Chicagoan the 
same way. 

The largest non-holiday Saturday crowd 
in Balmoral history—23.316—made Mrs. 
Vera E. Smith’s Bass Clef (122) a 7-5 
favorite. chiefly because of his brilliant 
effort in the Citation Handicap. against 
older horses a week earlier. 

Bass Clef made a good move in the 
stretch. albeit not a sensational one. But 
Bluescope. displaying his new. come- 
from-behind style. already had grabbed 
the lead. and now he held it. Bass Clef 
didn’t make up more than 114 lengths 
on Bluescope in the final quarter of a 
mile. 

Bluescope had been accustomed — to 
running close to the pace, and some- 
times he faltered in the stretch. 

“(Manuel) Ycaza rode him at Hialeah 
once last’ winter.” said Moody’s son 
LeRoy. a trainer himself, “and he said 
this colt would run better from behind.” 


A National Research Center Proposed 


Representatives of Quarter Horse. 
Standardbred, Thoroughbred. American 
Saddle Horse, and other breeds have been 
apprised of plans for a national equine re- 
search center at the University of Ken- 
tucky. A preliminary statement of the 
proposal for a center for basic research. 
supplementing work at other institutions 
and supported by federal, state. and_pri- 
vate funds, was set forth on the afternoon 
of June 17 at a meeting of the Scientific 
and Veterinary Advisory Committee of 
the Grayson Foundation in the Animal 
Pathology Building at the University of 
Kentucky. 

Clarkson Beard, president of the Gray- 
son Foundation. presided over the meet- 
ing. which was attended by Dr. John B. 
Youmans. chairman, and Dr. Charles E. 
Hagyard. Col. Floyd C. Sager. and Dr. 
William R. McGee, members of the advis- 
ory committee. Among the others present 
were William B. Murray. president of the 
Standardbred Breeders Association and 
chairman of the United States Trotting 
Association’s registration committee; Ed- 
ward F. Hackett, John Gaines, and Willis 
Nichols, also representing harness horse 
breeders; Ed Honnen, of Denver. repre- 
senting Quarter Horse breeders; June 
Cronan, secretary of the American Saddle 
Horse Association; and a few Thorough- 
bred breeders. 
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Dr. Frank G. Dickey. president of the 
University of Kentucky, was present dur- 
ing the early part of the meeting to en- 
dorse the proposal for a national research 
center and to indicate the university’s 
strong support. 

Most of the time ia the program was 
given over to reports on the extensive re- 
search now in progress in the university's 
Department of Animal Pathology. given in 
summary by E. R. Doll, James C. Wilson. 
J. H. Drudge. John T. Bryans, W. H. Me- 
Collum. and James R. Rooney. 

On the basis of results from extensive 
field tests. Dr. Doll recommended use of 
live virus vaccine for control of rhinopneu- 
monitis and abortion. and he indicated a 
hope that the vaccine would be available 
from a commercial manufacturer in time 
for use in 1961. Dr. Bryans reported a 
rising incidence of strangles in recent 
years and advocated use of bacterins to 
establish temporary immunity against 
strangles and Salmonellosis. Dr. Drudge. 
in his discussion of parasite control, re- 
ported the effective synergistic activity of 
phenothiazine and Piperazine when used 
in combination against strongyles. 

Pertinent scientific information from 
the meeting was to be forwarded to mem- 
bers of the Grayson Foundation.

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and was taken from the race by The Beacon

Racing close to the pace of Bushel-n-Peck, Rose 
O'Neill was carried wide on the club house 
turn, but along the backstretch she moved into 
second place, and when the favorite attempted 
to bear out nearing the final turn she slipped 
through on the inside and opened a_ length’s 
advantage. Deep in the stretch Bushel-n-Peck 
came again but Rose O'Neill persevered winning 
by a head. The time, 1:4855, equaled the record 
for the event, set last year by Paris Pike. 

Beckygale, the dam of Rose O’Neill, was cata- 
logued for the 1959 Keeneland fall sales, but 
she was withdrawn. Now boarded at Dr. William 
R. McGee’s farm, Lexington, she conceived this 
year to the cover of *Arctic Prince. Lord Put- 


nam was sold by Chait at the same sales 
to Ed Honnen’s Quincy Farms, which resold 
the horse privately in the fall of 1960 to 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel F. Pancoast, who now

the 1948 Keeneland summer sales. Unraced at 2, 
the mare won 2 of her 3 starts early in 1950, 
racing as the property of the Elmcrest Farm of 
Taylor and J. Bohanan, and the same year she 
conceived to the service of Mr. Busher. She 
now has a yearling filly by Canadian Champ. 
Blue Light was the 10th Queen’s Plate winner 
bred by Taylor, the third sired by Chop Chop. 
The 21-year-old Chop Chop, represented this year 
by 2 other stakes winners, stands at the 
National Stud Farm, Oshawa, Ont. He has had 
greater success than any stallion in Canada.

Kelso Bumped to Victory 


By Lou DeFichy 


New York. Pete Anderson almost 
spoiled Kelso’s brilliant record in the 
$50.000-added Whitney Stakes at Bel- 
mont Park on Saturday. June 17, before 
38.196 startled spectators. 


Anderson’s horse. Our Hope. finished 
first by a head over Kelso and Eddie 
Arcaro in a stirring stretch duel, but 
the race was awarded to Kelso on a 
disqualification. J. J. Colando’s horse 
was placed second. 


The Southampton rider twice bumped 
against the favorite in the stretch, and 
in the last 100 yards he rode the Kelso 
team so close that Arcaro’s left foot 
and stirrup scraped the rail. and he 
couldn’t whip left-handed. 


The inside rail is higher than at some 
tracks. and when a rider is forced into 
it, a left-hand whip is useless. because 
the only thing the rider can hit is the 
top of the aluminum rail. 


“T never realized it was so_ high.” 
Arearo said. “His horse was lugging in 
so badly I couldn’t whip my horse. If 
it hadn’t been for the steel stirrup I might 
have hurt my ankle.” 


Then Arcaro looked at his thin- 
leathered boot and there was a_ light 
mark on it. “I sincerely believe my horse 
would have beat him if it did not hap- 
pen. You just don’t pick up 130 pounds 
and get out of trouble so quickly. If 
Pete had given me room, I would have 
made it.” 


Arcaro added: “I yelled to Pete to 
pull off, and when he did the race was 
over. We were so tight I couldn't run 
through. He was lugging in so bad with 
Our Hope that he laid all over my 
horse. and when he hit me. we hit the 
fence.” 


Anderson made 111 pounds to ride 
Our Hope. which never had won a 
stakes. It was one of the few times this 
season the boy was down to this weight. 
but still it was a pound more than the 
Uncle Miltie 4-year-old had been as- 
signed. 

The bandy-legged rider was in tears 
when informed of the disqualification. 
He was so angry he did not want to ride 
in the last race. Later he changed his 
mind. and his mount. *Camarista II. 
won and paid $45.40. 


When Pete was asked if his horse had 
lugged in. he fussed and fumed and said. 
“That’s a silly question to ask me. I 
wish Red Smith and James Roach were 
here to handle my quotes.” 


The rider then pondered for a moment, 
and added: “My horse ran a_ helluva 
race. He beat him, and I hope I can 
ride him again against Kelso. I didn’t 
ride Arcaro any closer than he’d have 
ridden me. At the quarter-pole I’d nailed 
Kelso, and I knew I had him then. I 
had him, too. I didn’t ride any closer 
than he'd have ridden me.” 

In the Whitney. Arcaro moved earlier 
with Kelso than expected. It was part 
of the strategy of owner Mrs. Richard 
C. DuPont, and trainer Carl Hanford. 

“We planned it that way.” Hanford 
said. “My horse had 130 pounds, and you 
can’t lay too far off the pace with all 
those lightweights in the race.” 

All Hands, which had lost by only a 
head to Kelso in the Metropolitan, 
carried 110 pounds under the allowance 
conditions. 

Arcaro said of his early move with 
Kelso, “With the race All Hands ran 
last time. we had to move earlier. But 
who figured All Hands would quit?” All 
Hands had set the pace, but had re- 
linquished it to Kelso after 6 furlongs and 
finally dropped to last. Reinzi, with 
Jimmy Combest, finished third. , 

Kelso’s record now stands at 9 straight 
victories, 8 of them stakes. He earned 
$36.400 in the Whitney, increasing his 
earnings to $413,690. 

The rugged Kelso is a dark bay 4- 
year-old gelding by Your Host out of 
Maid of Flight. He was gelded because 
it is Mrs. DuPont’s theory that Your Host 
runners perform better when gelded. 

Before the Whitney, Our Hope had 
won 2 of his 3 races this year and had 
been third once. Last year in 5. starts 
he placed second 3 times and_ third 
once. The horse, trained by Joe Kulina, 
was raised by Steve Colando. 


$60,000 FOR HARMONIZING 


Harmonizing. offered at auction to 
dissolve a partnership. sold for $60,000 
in a paddock sale of racing stock Mon- 
day. June 19, at Belmont Park. Buyer of 
the 7-year-old gelding. winner this year 
of the Bayard Tuckerman Jr. and John 
R. Macomber Memorial Handicaps. was 
Pennsylvanian Bruno Ferrari. who made 
his first substantial investment in racing 
last year with the purchase of — the 
Futurity winner Little Tumbler.

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Hastings Avenged at Ascot: 
The French Got One Second

Lonpon. This year. for the first time 
since 1945. British-trained horses have 
held off the monotonously — successful 
raids by French invaders on the classic 
and long-distance weight-for-age races in 
this country. 

Only once before in this 15-year period 
had French horses returned to their stable 
at Chantilly and Maisons-Lafitte without 
recording a single success at the Royal 
Ascot meeting. Only once had they failed 
to provide something good enough to fin- 
ish in the first 4 in the Ascot Gold Cup: 
and never, until this year, had they failed 
to win any race in England by the time 
Ascot was over. 

Five French horses were among the 10 
runners for the Ascot Gold Cup (£11.205) 
run under perfect conditions on June 15. 
One of them, Puissant Chef. favorite at 
5 to 4 on, had won the French St. Leger 
and the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe in 
1960 as well as the Prix Jean Prat and 
the Prix du Cadran this year. Three of 
the other 4 were but a few pounds behind 
Puissant Chef. 


At no stage of the race. however, did 
any of them provide the slightest threat 
to the English contingent, which occupied 
the first 4 places. The winner. which beat 
P A. B. Widener’s Jet Stream (Alizier— 
Streamlace) by 5 lengths, was the 4-year- 
old Pandofell (*Solar Slipper—Nadkia. 
by Nosca), which had been given only 101 
pounds in last year’s Cesarewitch. 

Pandofell had to miss the Cesarewitch 
—he had succumbed to the coughing epi- 
demic—but at his first appearance this 
season. he won the Queen’s Prize at Kemp- 
ton by 4 lengths with 120 pounds. After 
2 defeats he was sent to York, where he 
won the 2-mile Yorkshire Cup by a length 
and a half from Poetic License. which 
gave him 5 pounds. Thus it was not sur- 
prising that Pandofell started at 100 to 8 
for the Gold Cup. in which Prolific and 
Shatter were more strongly fancied. 

With 3 furlongs to go it was obvious 
that none of the French horses had any 
chance; a furlong later it was equally 
obvious that Pandofell was going to win 
easily, which he did in the capable hands 
of Lester Piggott. who had a total of 7 
winners over the 4 days. 

Third, a neck behind Jet Stream. came 
Prolific, which was rated about 18 pounds 
behind Pandofell in 1960. Shatter, which 
finished fourth, had carried only 107 when 
winning last year’s Ascot Stakes. 

The French were dumfounded by this 
result: they were unable to conjure up 
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any valid reasons for the defeat of their 
champions. 

For his breeder. Jim Joel. Pandofell ran 
twice without success as a 2-year-old. He 
was then sold for 600 guineas to Freddy 
Maxwell, acting on behalf of Warwick 
Daw. of Maidenhead. His first success, at 
Bath in July last year. netted £207 for 
Mr. Daw. He won 4 more races that sea- 
son but was never rated within 2 stone 
of the best of his age. All credit must 
therefore be given to trainer Maxwell. a 
former steeplechase jockey. for improving 
this colt to such an extent that he was 
able to run away with the Gold Cup. 


Although the French drew a blank—the 
nearest they got to winning was when the 
Aga Khan’s Opaline II finished second to 
the Queen’s filly Aiming High in the Cor- 
onation Stakes—the Irish had their best 
Ascot with 5 winners to their credit. Three 
of the Irish winners were trained at the 
Curragh by Brud Fetherstonhaugh. who 
sent only 3 runners to the meeting. These 
were the 2-year-old Prince Tor (Windsor 
Castle Stakes), his half-brother Silver 
Tor (King’s Stand Stakes). and Bun 
Penny (Cork and Orrery Stakes). 


Prince Tor. by Princely Gift, was prob- 
ably the best of what appeared to be a 
moderate lot of 2-year-old runners at the 
meeting. Another Irish juvenile. Kathy- 
anga, a half-brother to Kathy Too, won 
the Chesham Stakes, while the 5-year-old 
Moss Bank completed the Irish total by 
taking the 234-mile Queen Alexandra 
Stakes. the longest race run at Ascot. 

The results of the three major handi- 


THE KINGS AT ASCOT 


*King of the Tudors, which is standing 
his second season in the U. S. at Danada 
Farm, Lexington. was represented by 2 
stakes winners at Royal Ascot on June 
13 and 14. On June 13 the 3-year-old 
Tudor Treasure won the one-mile St. 
James’s Palace Stakes, leading all the 
way, and the next day the 2-year-old 
filly My Dream led all the way to win 
the Queen Mary Stakes, at 5 furlongs. 


caps, the Ascot Stakes (Angazi). the 
Royal Hunt Cup (King’s Troop), and the 
Wokingham Stakes (Whistler’s Daughter ), 
were not of international interest, but 
the presence of the 1959 Oaks winner 
Petite Etoile and last year’s Derby win- 
ner St. Paddy provided a thrill for over- 
seas visitors, although these great horses 
were virtually unbackable at the short 
odds about them. 

Petite Etoile won the Rous Memorial 
Stakes at a mile in her usual impeccable 
style. This magnificent gray mare has now 
won 13 races and more than £66.000 in 
stakes. Her next race, which may well be 
her last, will be the Aly Khan Memorial 
Stakes at Kempton Park on July 4. 

St. Paddy’s task in the 114-mile Hard- 
wicke Stakes was equally easy, for Les- 
ter Piggott had only to ride with his 
hands to beat Sir Winston Churchill’s 
colt Vienna by a comfortable length. Die- 
Hard, runner-up to St. Paddy in last 
year’s St. Leger. was third. St. Paddy’s 
next race will be the King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot on 
July 15, when he will try to give a stone 
to the French Derby winner Right Royal. 
The meeting between these 2 colts should 
be the highlight of the season, for Right 
Royal is far and away the best 3-year-old 
in France.

An environmental factor apparently had 
something to do with Sherluck’s victory 
in the Belmont Stakes, but it was of a 
more immediate nature than Carry Back’s 
early frolics in the Florida sunshine. 
Trainer Harold Young played a hunch 
based on the fact that Sherluck had rum 
the best race of his career at Keeneland, 
in winning the Blue Grass Stakes, and 
that the Belmont Park track had been 
rebuilt by the engineering firm (J. 
Stephen Watkins. of Lexington) which 
had rebuilt the Keeneland strip. An in- 
spection of the Belmont track convinced 
him that it was like Keeneland. and he 
sent Jacob Sher’s colt to the post at the 
longest odds in the field. 


Presumably Sherluck would not even 
have started in the Belmont if his trainer 
had not thought he would like the track. 
There is, on the other hand, the chance 
that Sherluck is a top-flight runner on 
several kinds of tracks, and that some 
of his previous defeats were the result of 
other environmental factors which pre- 
vented demonstration of his best form 
(see page 1209). The temperature of 
104 degrees—or was it 10435?—he had 
the morning after the Flamingo Stakes 
was evidence that he was not at top 
form in Florida. He was going very well 
in the Kentucky Derby until that sheet 
of paper swished past his head and con- 
fused him. And so on....

Correspondent was bred by Rex C. 
Ellsworth in California and did his racing 
for Mrs. Gordon Guiberson.

*Samminiato, Sherluck’s dam. raced 
only 3 times, as a 3-year-old in 1954, and 
though she finished third to the good filly 
Feevagh in the Fairfield Stakes, there 
was no indication that she deserved a 
high ranking as a race mare. In foal to 
Persian Gulf, she was sold by Sir Richard 
Sykes. of the Sledmere Stud, at the 
Newmarket December sales of 1955 and 
went to Rex Ellsworth at 4.300 guineas. 
Ellsworth sold her privately to Mrs. Mary 
Elizabeth Lunn, now Mrs. Tippett. 


The 4 grandparents of Sherluck were 
all good runners. Dante. the Derby 
winning maternal grandsire, failed only 
once in 9 starts, when he finished second 
in the Two Thousand Guineas. Life Hill. 
the granddam, won 2 of her 7 starts as 
a 3-year-old in the war year of 1943, 
and was among the better fillies of her 
age. though making no pretensions to 
top class. She was an excellent producer, 
her offspring including Krakatao, Danes- 
hill, and Hope Street. Her fourth dam 
was Black Cherry, distinguished as the 
granddam of Blandford and Nun’s Veil. 

There is not much use, except for pur- 
poses of numerology, in going beyond 
the second generation of ancestors in 
seeking the origins of Sherluck’s class. 

As for environment, it was the first 
time in history that a horse bred in Ken- 
tucky failed to win at least one of the 
races in the so-called triple crown. Such 
a development was to be expected, of 
course, because of the dispersal of breed- 
ing in recent years. Nevertheless, several 
Kentucky breeders have felt the neces- 
sity of forming a corporation to apprise 
the world of the fact that Kentucky 
breeds good race horses. They can make 
a pretty fair case of it.

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Mr. and Mrs. Price waited outside the 
winner’s circle while the stewards delib- 
erated. Twenty yards away, Young waited 
at the mouth of the Hialeah tunnel. 

“Did Rotz claim foul?” he asked. “Well. 
maybe he should have. Looked to me like 
we got bothered by both horses. I'll just 
keep my fingers crossed.” 

Moments later, Crozier was disquali- 
fied from third money. In the jockeys’ 
room, Manuel Ycaza, who had _ ridden 
Crozier for the injured Baeza, sizzled be- 
cause Bill Hartack, on Vapor Whirl, had 
told the stewards that Crozier’s crossing 
over on him had cost him. 

“His horse was all done.” Yeaza protest- 
ed bitterly. “That Hartack—he need one 
of those things babies suck on—what you 
call it, a pacifier.” 

When Sherluck was found to be running 
a temperature after the Flamingo Stakes. 
in which he finished fourth, Young ship- 
ped him to Kentucky. On the strength of 
one sprint race, he sent Sherluck into 
the Blue Grass Stakes at Keeneland. and 
since Fred Hooper had nothing the 
race, Young got Baeza, Hooper's contract

rider. Sherluck annihilated his field, win- 
ning by 6 lengths and working out the 
Kentucky Derby distance in a splendid 
2:0155. 

“Baeza had to ride Crozier in the 
Derby.” Young recalled, “and my _tele- 
phone was smoking that night. Every 
jock’s agent in the country must have 
called me. Naturally, I took Arcaro. 

“The worst feeling I ever had in my 
life was when Sherluck went by the stands 
the first time about 15 lengths off the 
lead. He just didn’t break good. I knew 
in my heart I had the best horse. and to 
see him that far out of it in that big field 
just turned my stomach over. [ just can’t 
describe the feeling. Then he made that 
big run, but he shied from a_ piece of 
paper at the quarter-pole. Arcaro told me 
he thought he was going to win it until 
that happened.” 

Sherluck was fifth. then fifth again in 
the Preakness under Sam Boulmetis and 
fourth in the Jersey Derby under Barrow. 

“I know that I'm making him sound 
like an ‘excuse’ horse.” Young was say- 
ing. “but he just couldnt handle either

track. Pimlico was too sandy and Garden 
State was cuppy that day. It just eats me 
up to see him open up that long stride 
and start floundering. It’s like he’s on a 
treadmill. That’s why | was sure happy to 
see it drizzling all day at Belmont. 

“Vd certainly like to have Baeza all the 
time. He’s just terrific. P11 ride him when- 
ever Mr. Hooper isn’t using him. If | 
can't get Baeza, | plan now to go back to 
Barrow.” 

At mid-week it was pretty certain that 
Sherluck would race next in the Holly- 
wood Derby, on July 8, then in Aque- 
duct’s Dwyer Handicap. on July 15. 

While Young was glorying in Sherluck, 
Jack Price was worrying over the “people's 
horse.” Carry Back stood forlornly in his 
stall, his left fore ankle badly swollen. 
Dr. William O. Reed. the New York vet- 
erinarian, came down early in the week 
and took a dozen X-rays, from every con- 
ceivable angle. Also on hand was a rep- 
resentative of the company that insures 
Carry Back for a million dollars. 

“Watch this.” Price said as he approach- 
ed the insurance agent after getting Dr. 
Reed’s opinion that nothing serious ap- 
peared wrong. 

“What did the doctor say?” said the 
agent, notebook and pencil poised. 

“He recommended immediate destruc- 
tion.” said Price with a straight face, and 
the agent’s mouth dropped open 6 lengths. 

Mrs. Price was saying, “We'll never 
sell him. Jay (as she calls her husband) 
told me 25 years ago, “We'll retire when 
we're 40, and we'll get a few horses and 
travel up and down the coast and have 
some fun.’ Well, we're having fun. Jay 
was in the top tax brackets before we 
got in the horse business and we’re living 
just like we want to now. A million dol- 
lars isn’t going to make any difference. 
Suppose we took the money: Jay would 
have a lot of time on his hands and might 
fall into bad habits.” 

Carry Back had improved so much that 
Price now said, “I’m a hundred per cent 
sure that all it was was an infection. His 
ankle is normal size again, although | did 
find 4 other spots where he nicked himself 
in addition to the big wound. That in- 
dicates to me that he grabbed himself not 
once but several times during the Belmont. 

“But he’s eating better than ever and 
seems like his old self. If things keep 
on like this. 'm going to have to gallop 
him by next Monday. But I’m going to try 
to hold off as long as possible. He’s al- 
ready told me he’s ready to go back to 
the track. We talk to each other. you 
know—he calls me Mr. Price—and_ he’s 
asked me not to make him take too long 
a vacation. He feels good. like all of us 
do when we're making money.” 

Carry Back has galloped twice now. on 
Friday and Saturday.

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LEADING SIRES IN BRAZIL 


In the mail recently was a_ package 
containing several small books in bright 
blue covers. Estadistica de Reprodutores 
(Indice de Estes) was the title on some 
of them: the copies in English translation 
were called Sires of Winners (Average 
Earnings Index, 1959). They were pub- 
lished by the Jockey Club of Sao Paulo. 
in a format similar to that in’ which 
North American sire figures were given 
until 1958. when the earnings index was 
incorporated into the comprehensive list 
given in American Race Horses. 

The Brazilian figures. accounting for 
racing at Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo 
over a 10-year period. were compiled by 
Bernard J. Kauffmann for the Comissao 
de Fomento of the Sao Paulo Jockey 
Club. The introduction was written by 
Dr. F. A. de Miranda Rosa, who re- 
marked that the decision to publish the 
data was due “to the enthusiasm with 
which the publishers of this volume see 
the development of the Brazilian Turf.” 
Appendices give lists of leaders in 1959 
and for the 10-year period beginning with 
1950. along with tabulations showing the 
percentage of sires reaching given levels. 

Difficulties in obtaining complete data 
from all racing centers in Brazil obliged 


the compiler to limit himself to the 2 
major racing centers of that country. the 
introduction explains. “This. however, 
doesn’t detract from the significance of 
the work. In fact. the 2 race courses of 
Gavea and Cidade Jardim represent. to- 
gether. the Brazilian Turf and their sta- 
tistics are the ones with the greatest 
significance. . . .” 

Limitation of the data to the 2 major 
centers did tend to narrow the range of 
the indexes reported. The average distri- 
bution per starter varied from 30.900 
cruzeiros in 1946 to 119.029 in 1959. Pre- 
sumably the averages would have been 
lower. and many of the indexes corre- 
spondingly higher. if the lesser tracks 
could have been taken into account. 

The excellent French horse Antonym 
(Vatout—Antonine. by *Belfonds). sire 
of Narvik. was the leader in 1959, as 
judged by the rate of earnings of his off- 
spring. His 15 runners included 9 win- 
ners of 23 races; their combined earnings 
were 7.891.000 cruzeiros. or 4.42 times the 
average expectation of 119.029 cruzeiros 
per starter. The Italian horse Orsenigo 
(3.31) and the English-bred Burpham 
(3.20). by Hyperion were next. Orsenigo’s 


best son, the international champion 


Escorial. was exported to France last 
year.
